London.—Two Zeppelin airships 


visited the east coast of England 
shortly after midnight, April °16, 
dropping bombs on several towns, 


doing considerable damage to prop- 
erty. As far as has been ascertained 
only one person, a woman), was in- 
jured. It is said she was only slight- 
ly hurt. 

The airships dropped four bombs 
on Malden, in Essex county, 30 miles 
northeast of Loudon, but no damage 
resulted. Bombs also were dropped 
in the Heybridge basin, two miles 
across the river. These set fire to 
some buildings. The airships came 
up the Blackwater river and over the 
marshes and circled. 

At Lowestoft, on the North Sea in 
Suffolk county, three bombs were 
dropped, considerable dumage result- 
ing to house property in the center 
of the town, A lumber yard also was 
set on fire. The window panes in 
many houses were shattered. Three 
horses belonging to the railway com- 
pany were killed. 

Previously the air craft had visit- 
ed Southwold, twelve miles south of 
Lowestoft, and having missed strik- 
ing that town with its missiles went 
on to Halesworth, eight miles inland. 
It then returned again to Southwold 
and dropped six bombs. 

According to the latest accounts, 
after leaving Lowestoft, the air craft 
passed over Harwich in the direction 
‘of Felixtown. It is said now that a 
dozen bombs were dropped in Maldon 
but that only one building, a work- 
shop in the London road, was struck. 

Anti-air craft guns were heard dur- 
ing the night at Gravesend and Sher- 
ness. The authorities had ample 


1 warning of the air raid, as Dutch 
! telegrams reported that Zeppelins 


were coming across the sea in the 
direction of England. Notices were 
sent to the police authorities of some 
of the east and south coast towns of 
possihle aerial visitors. These no- 
tices enabled the usual precautions 
to forestall air attacks to be taken in 
towns and villages. 

No accounts of the actual damage 
done by the bombs of the air craft 


is obtainable as yet, the raid having 
occurred at such a late hour of the 
night.

The machine, which was being op- 
erated daily by two of the alleged 
counterfeiters, W. H. Wilson and D. 
M. Poste, was on exhibition to dem- 
onstrate a process for saving fine 
gold from black sand.. Wilson and 
Poste had even been washing sand 
from Ingleside in which, it is said, 
they declared they had found gold. 

Before the Barnacle left the har- 
bor of Coos Bay, northern secret 
service men had been watching the 
machine and its operations, as they 
suspected it was designed for the 
manufacture of “synthetic gold,” a 
combination of metals and alloys 
which resembles gold. 

Therefore, when the little thirty- 
seven-foot boat pulled into the har- 
bor about five weeks ago, local secret 
service men were advised to keep the 
sloop and her crew under surveil- 
lance. 

Secret Service Agents Harry M. 
Moffitt and Isidore Costanzo, accom- 
panied by Detectives George Rich- 
ards and Henry Kulmbach, made the 
raid. They left the Clay street wharf 
on the police boat Patrol at 5 o’clock. 
At 65:30 the launch crept alongside 
the Barnacle. While the detectives 
kept guard to prevent the escape of 
the men by the dingy, Moffitt and 
Costanzo boarded the sloop, dashed 
down the gangway to the men’s 
bunking place aft and before the 


sleepers could wake up and get their 
weapons, smashed in the @door and 


covered all of them with revolvers. 

The detectives were summoned to 
the cabin and the secret service men 
gathered up all the evidence of the 
illegal money making that was about 
to begin.

PRESS EXPRESSES 
ANGER OF PEOPLE 


Netherlands Government Deeply 
Concerned Over Torpedoing 
of Wheat Laden Ship 


London.—Although it is not yet 
certain that a German submarine 
boat was responsible for the sending 
to the bottom of the Dutch steamer 
Katwyk off the North Hinder light- 
ship April 14, the sinking of the ves- 
sel has aroused the indignation of 
the Dutch people, as evidenced by the 
editorials of the newspapers in Hol- 
land. 

The Katwyk, which was loaded 
with grain from Baltimore consigned 
to the Dutch government, is reported 
to have been lying at anchor at the 
time of the explosion and to have 
been flying the Dutch flag. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s from Flush- 
ing reports the arrival there of the 
crew of the Katwyk. The men say 
that while the night watch was be- 
ing changed a severe shock was felt 
and the ship began to take in water. 
As the steamer was sinking the crew 
took to the boats and while rowing 
away saw the periscope of a subma- 
rine, which quickly disappeared. 

The Katwyk sank fifteen minutes 
after the explosion. 

Reuter’s Amsterdam correspondent 
says the Katwyk had been lying at 
anchor for fifteen minutes when she 
was torpedoed on the port side. The 
correspondent says a message re- 
ceived from the Hook of Holland de- 
clares that all the ship’s lights were 
burning at the time of the attack. 
After the torpedo struck the Katwyk 
caught fire and only the ship’s papers 
could be saved.

Real Sanitation in Air Towel. 

An “air towel’ used in the large 
public lavatory in the District build- 
Ing at Washington, D. C., is the inven- 
tion of J. M. Ward, superintendent of 
the District building. In appearance 
it resembles a rectangular box eleven 
Inches by three, set in a sanitary base 
haviitg twelve-inch legs, with an open- 
ing in the top of the case in which 
the wet hands are held while being 
dried. The device consists of a blow- 
er that forces air through an electric 
heating element. to ducts and deflectors 
suitably placed ff distributing the 
warmed air to all parts of the hands 
at the same time, and Is operated by 
a foot lever or pedal, which in turn 
operates a quick-acting switch, there- 
by setting the tiower in motion. By 
removing the foot the device is put 
out of operation. The hands come in 
contact with no part of the device, 
thus assuring a perfectly sanitary op 
eration.

[STORM SAVED BURNING SHIP 
Waves, 6reaking Over Abandoneg 


Craft, Extinguished the Blazing 
, Benzine. 


A strange shipwreck story, unreport- 
ed by cable from the Azores, arrived 
at New York from Horta, Fayal, by the 
Holland-America freighter Zaandyk, 
which was forced to put into this port 
by heavy weather that reduced her 
coal supply. Captain Barendsen says 
he learned from the skipper of the 
Norwegian tank steamship La Habra, 
which arrived at Horta on February 7, 
bound from Talara bay, Peru, by way 
of the Panama canal, for London, that 
her cargo of benzine caused an explo- 
sion aboard as she was nearing the 
Azores to replenish her bunkers. 

La Habra was quickly ablaze from 
stem to stern. About half of the crew 
were on ‘the forward part of the tank 
and the other half aft. Fearing that 
the falls and other boat gear would 
be burned, the tank’s skipper ordered 
all hands to leave her in lifeboats and 
stand by. The engines had _ been 
stopped and La Habra drifted into the 
trough and, as she was deeply laden, 
the seas, which were very high, washed 
over her. 

The chief officer and five men were 
in a boat towing astern when the 
hatches of the tank were blown off and 
cataracts of blazing benzine shot over 
her sides and stern. The boat's painter 
was burned off and the chief officer 
and his men went drifting down the 
blast, being without oars or sail, and 
disappeared. The other boats were 
threatened with destruction by the 
burning benzine, which spread out all 
around La Habras making her look like 
a fire ship in a lake of flame. 

The skipper of the tank expected 
her to be destroyed utterly before his 
eyes. He was elated when a giant 
comber broke around her, dousing the 
fire almost completely. Other seas 
helped in the work, and all hands ex- 
cept the chief officer and those in the 
vanished boat went back on their ship. 
They found that all charts, books and 
instruments of navigation had been de. 
stroyed.
